W h i t Place Is Safest in a 
Thunderstorm? 


Inside a metal building, or one pro­ 
tected by lightning mwls, is the answer to 
the above question given by the insur­ 
ance companies. 
Get under cover when lightning be­ 
gins to play. but that doesn’t mean a 
tree out in the woods or fields. It is far 
safer to stay in an open prairie than to 
seek protection from the storm under a 
tree. Likewise, they advise you to keep 
away from wire fences, hill to;w, small 
sbi'iii and shelters, or other isolated ob­ 
jects that may attract the discharge. 
Thick timber is fairly safe, on the 
theory that, with so many trees around. 
the chances ale the bolt, if one comes, 
will strike some other tree instead of 
that you are standing under. If you are 
caught in a storm, a cave or depression 
in the ground, a deep valley or canyon 
or tis1 foot of a steep or overhanging cliff 
will afford fairly rood refuge from a 
possible stroke of lightning. 
If you are inside when tin* storm 
breaks, it is not nereanry to hunt a 
thick feather Iud and cover tip your 
head. It m true that then* rn no case on 
record of anybody ever I sung killed by 
lightning while lying in a featlier lad. 
but there are plenty of other safe places 
in the‘house. One of these is in the cim­ 
ier of a downstair* room, well away from 
Of>en doors or windows and as far re­ 
moved as possible from a chimney, stove, 
elect nc-light wore, telephone or any 
metal object that projects through the 
walls or roof of the build rig 
lf a person is struck by lightning, ef­ 
forts to revive him by artificial respira­ 
tion should be made, since lightning rare­ 
ly kills outright.
